A RENAISANCE OF PATRIOTISM WEL. 
COMED BY THE EX-PRESIDENT. 


Children Will Keep the Fire Alive—There 
Were 12,000 of Them Before the 
Speakerand They Cheered His Refer- 
ences tothe Bell ana to the Flag With 
Enthusiasm—World’s Fair Last Nails— 
Dedications and a Row. | 


INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., April 28.—To-day was 
children’s day and 12,000 of them, Catholic 
and Protestant, each carrying an American 
flag, not a few with the starry emblem 
wrapped about them, all cheéring and én- 
thusiastic, was a sight as inspiring as it was 
pretty. The children knew the story of 
Liberty Bell, for a fortnight the teachers 
have been telling them its history. Its import 
was lost on ho ane of them, and the ovation 
tendered the big metal relic left no doubt in 
the minds of the thousands of older wit- 
nesses that the little homage-payers were 
budding pariots. 

The elements, too, were in harmony with 
the demonstration. The sun appeared on 
calendar time and continued to shine and 
when midday arrived a crisp breeze made 
outdoor marching extremely pleasant. The 
buildings on the main thoroughfares and 


along the line of march were gally dedecked 


with fags and festooned with bunting. 

The train bearing Liberty Bell arrived from 
Columbus, O., at6o’clock. When the east- 
ern edge of the city was reached the city 
bells rang out and a salute of thirteen guns 
was fired by the Indianapolis Light Artillery. 
The car containing the bell was runtoa 
switch on Tennessee street, west of the 
Union station, where it was viewed by 
thousands of children and adults and where 
it remained until its journey to Chicago was 
resumed. 

The Committee of Arrangemehts met at the 
Governor’s office at 9 o’clock, went thence to 
the station, and escorted the bell’s escort of 
forty five, including the Mayor of Philadel- 
phia,who were the city’s guests, to the Capi - 
tol, where the school children and many thou- 
sand more were already assembled. Mayor 
Sullivan presided over the meeting. The 
children’s chorus sang patriotic songs and a 
band rendered national airs. 

Ex-President Harrison received hearty ap- 
plause and addressed himself to the children

AGAINST THE LAW. 


Jonesboro Eportsemen Will Protect Visit- 
ing Pleasure Seekers. 


LITTLE Rock, April 28.—The recent Legisla- 
ture enacted a law taxing non-residents $100 
for the privilege of hunting and fishing in 
Arkansas. The citizens of Jonesboro, Craig- 
head County, have determined to pay no at- 
tention to the law—in fact, will defend any 
mon-resident in any action that may be 
brought in the courts for violation of the 
law. The leading citizens of Jonesboro have 
organized a club and have promulgated the 
following declaration, a copy of which was 
sent to the Governor: 


The object of this organization shall be to protect

. We hereby declare our purpose to de- 
fend the right of non-resident clubs to bulld and 
eccupy club-houses for thelr own use so long as they 
do not seek to exciude others from the enjoyment of 
equa) rights with themselves and cenform to the re- 
quirements of our laws. We declare ourselves to be 
opposed to asy monopoly of lands or building sites 
whereby the citizens o : Arkansas or any other State 
will be cut off from 8 grounds or 
building sites adjacent huntin grounds 
or fishing waters in our State. 1 — aad sport for 
all aud monopely for none ie our motto. Inasmuch 
asthe Land Commissioner at Washington has de- 
clared the sunk lands slong the st. Francis 
River whieh have not been surveyed by the United 
States Government are not purchasable, we hereby 
deciare it to be our purpose toset up and maintain 
the right of all citizens of the United States to enter 
upon and hunt aud fish upon said landsand in said 
waters, andto prosecute inthe Federal courts to 
the fullest extent ofthe law ail peapene who shall 
attempt in any way to exercise iordshipover any 
of second grade lands.

The attempt made by the city legislature 
of Brooklyn to give away a street car 
franchise for which $250,000 had been of- 
fered by a rival corporation was vetoed by 
the Mayor, who seems to have withstood 
considerable ‘‘influence’’ brought to bear 
by several ‘‘eminent and respected citi- 
rens. The New York WoRLD has this 
significant comment: 

Mayor Boody’s task of guarding the inter- 
ests of Brooklyn isa pecullarly difficult one, 
when he must be especially on guard against 
the raids of those who should be his chief aids 
and supporters in the work. 

The fact is that eminent and respectable 
citizens whose eminence and respectability 
are devoted to the acquisition of larger 
wealth are seldom the chief aidsand sup- 
porters of a reform Mayor or Alderman. 
dome of them do not care for local poli- 
tics but more are looking out for an oppor- 
tunity to make money out of public privi- 
legesand naturally want to. get the best 
bargain possible from the city. Directly 
and indirectly is money to be made in 
those deals, one of the principal indirect 
ways being in ‘real estate speculations de- 
pending upon the construction or exten- 
sion of public works. These men cannot 
be expected to aid reformers in es- 
tablishing a policy which is de- 
signed to abridge their accumulations. 
Of course they do not like to give bribes or 
hire an ‘‘attorney,’’ but a franchise worth 
millions is cheap at the highest price ever 
paid to aldermanic black mailers, 

Thisis why realreform is so difficult. 
The men who are best informed on the 
subject are swayed by interests averse to 
the public good. Those who could do the 
most efficient workin placing the whole 
system of municipal revenues on a rational 
and honest basis are too often found onthe 
anti-popular side of the question. Re- 
formers have nothing to hope from this 
class. They must make up their minds to 
do their work in face of the hostility and 
contempt of those whose financial interests 
are necessarily rere to the public good.

Delay in Starting Prevents the Column 
Reaching His Stand in Time—Depart- 
ure cf the Presidential Farty fir chi- 
cago — Motive and Conception of 
the Parade—Its Organizaticn—Men-of- 
War Men From Nine Kations Maron 
Together Through ths Sireets of New 
York.

Secretary Lamont remained with the ladies 
of the party, whoreviewed the parade from 
the windows of the Victoria Hotel, until 11 
o’élock, when they left for the President’s 
train in Jersey City. 

The presidential party reached the City 
Hall reviewing stand at 10:30 and were 
obliged to leave the hall just asthe head of 
the column was coming in sight to catch the 
train for Chicago, The party 
walked down from City Hall 
through Warren ang West streets 
to the Pennsylvania ferry at the foot of Cort- 
landt street. No one recognized the party 
till they reached the ferry entrance. Presi- 
dent Cleveland came first, a inarm with 
Perry Belmont, and showed no signs of 
having been injured while entering his 
carriage at the Victoria Hotel.

Factory Life for Girls. 


To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: : 

The factory working girls might be divided 
into three different clagses, viz.: 

The girl who works from necessity, the one 
whose parents take her from school and 


compel her to help stpport the family and 
the girl who works from choice, 

The girl who works from necessity we will 
not deai with. It is the two other classes 
which claim our attention just now. 

If you — 7 and stand at the door of any 
of the large factories you will find that about 
one-third of the girls that file in or out are of 
tender years, many under 13 years of age— 
young iris that should be at school. 

These girls, ifasked, would say that they 
were compelled to work to help support 
their families. Is that any excuse for the 
parents of these poor children? Is itany 
wonder that when these same children reach 
an age when they fully understand what 
their lot is that they drift away, some to the 
ever-open doors of the city’s palaces of 
shame, while others join the ranks of the 
girl who works from necessity and plods on 
unfit for any other work? She could 
not work as a domestic if she would. 
Her life is ruined; her constitution is broken 
and she is hopeless. And there are thou- 
sands of these young girls working in the St, 
Louis factories. 

Then we come to the girl who works from 
choice, She is generally of parents in moder- 
ate circumstances, who can afford to feed 
and in a manner clothe her. But they are 
not averse to her going out to service or 
earning enough to clothe herself in the big 
factories. She does not like to go outasa 
domestic, because, she says, domestics have 
to work too hard and too lon „ While in the 
factories the girls work from in the morn. 
ing *till6 in the evening, and then have 
their evenings to doasthey will. Andif you 
go down the river on the Moonlight excur- 
sions this summer you will see these same
